The city is 
deeply interested inthe credit, good- 
standing and success of these in- 
stitutions; and in the formation of new 
ones we urge upon the subscribers 
for shares the importance of putting the 
right man in the right place. Such men 
are here, and Atlanta greatly needs new 
associations. Perhaps stock for one in 
each of the five wards would be readily 
taken—thus giving ep-h association a 
distinct local flavor and ambition.

opposing his arrest the defendant in the

foreclosure, proof of knowledge (on the 
nearing) of what persons were the true 
owners may affect the principles there 
ruled, quere?

6 The points in the case are in- 
volved and intricate as arising 
on the facts, and though the law of it as 
presented by the bill was settled on demur- 
rerin 63 Ga, 645, yet the facts proved on 
some points seem variant from the allega- 
tions in the bili, anda fuller investigation 
would subserve the ends of justice.
